1 . A trailer including: 

(i) a trailer frame/ supported by ground engaging 

wheels; 

(ii) a pivot frame 7 pivotally attached to the trailer frame 
by pivot attachment means/ which pivot frame is attachable to 



maintenance apparatus in use; and

(iii) connection means to a prime mover. 



A trailer as claimed in claim 1 wherein the trailer frame is 



U-shaped. 



3. A trailer/as claimed in claim 1 wherein the pivot frame is 
U-shaped. 

4. A trailer as claimed in claim 1 wherein the pivot 
attachment mea/is comprises a pair of pivot joints in opposed 
relationship. 



5. A trailer as claimed in claim 1 wherein the connection 

means comprises a drawbar interconnecting the trailer frame and the 



prime mover in use.

6. A trailer a^/claimed in claim 1 wherein the pivot frame 
overlies the trailer frame in transportation mode and is in abutment 
with the trailer frame. 

7. /A trailer as claimed in claim 6 wherein in a loading mode 
the pivov frame is pivotable upwardly relative to the trailer frame 
which /is stationary to facilitate attachment to the maintenance 
apparatus.
